Horse buyera are in 
the country 
buying up cheap stock which is ship­ 
ped east to be slaughtered and the 
meat is treated and packed and ship­ 
ped to foreign countries where it is 
put on the m arket aud sold os food. 
A num ber of these buyers h i r e visited 
this county of late aud it is 
known 
that several carloads cf horses have 
been shipped from Janesville for th a t 
purpose. 
Que of the leading concerns of the 
kind in the United States is th e Ameri­ 
can Horsemeat company, of Kearney, 
New Jersey. 
They carry on an ex­ 
tensive business cf slaughtering horses 
for the foreign m arket. 
No carcass is 
allowed to remain untreated for more 
th an twelve hours and none of this 
m eat is sold in the United States. The 
demand for horse m eat has grown so 
rapidly in Europe th a t it has become 
almost impossible to fill the orders. 
This concern alone has contracts on 
hand th a t cannot be filled in less than 
tw o years. 
These contracts 
are 
in 
Belgium and Germany. 
T he meat is properly treated before 
it is shipped to Europe, and all cases 
are plainly stamped “ Not to be eaten 
in 
the 
“ United 
States,” ' Round 
Steak,” **Tenderloin*’ and “ Beef off 
tne hoof.” 
The preparation of the 
horsemeat for food is done in a m an­ 
ner best calculated to please science. 
Concerns of 
this kind in the United 
States are not many in number, but 
they are doing a flourishir g business.

A N o v e l H u tto n B a g . 
“ If you want to look right, sew your 
buttons on tight” is the motto painted 
in water colors on a novel button bag 
that is being finished for the holidays. 
The main part of this bag is one-half 
yard of two inch ribbon, and its con­ 
struction is quite simple. Fold the rib­ 
bon in half, and in the fold place a 
spool of patent shot thread. 
Above it 
on the silk lightly mark a line iii order 
that when a row of machine stitching 
is run across the spool will be held in 
place, but not so tightly that tho thread 
cannot be unwound. 
Above the thread 
pocket make a similar pocket for the 
paper of needles, then one for the scis­ 
sors, and above this join the sides of the 
ribbon to form a small bag. Turn down 
the rough edges of the ribbon and make 
a narrow casing in which a small cord 
is to be run. 
This not only draws up 
the little ribbon bag. but serves to hang 
up the entire article.
